BOSTON, March 14.—An accident this 
morning 
occurred on 
the Dedham 
branch of the Boston and Providence 
railroad, between Forrest Hill and Ros- 
lindale, at what is known as the Bussey 
Park bridge. 
The 7 o'clock train from 
Dedham, consisting of seven cars and 
baggage car, under the charge of 
Conductor Tilden, broke through the 
bridge. 
The engine and three cars 
went over safely, but the five other cars 
fell through the bridge to the road be- 
neath, a distance of thirty feet 
The 
last car, which was a smoker, turned 
completely over and struck on the top 
of the others, all being crushed almost 
out of shape. 
The cause of the accident 
is said to have been the breaking of the 
bridge. 
Reports as to the number of 
persons killed vary greatly. The bridge 
is a comparatively new one. 
The acci- 
dent was caused by a truck on one of 
the cars giving way, causing the car to 
strike against the abutment of the bridge. 
The smoking car, after it fell, caught 
fire, but the fire department was prompt- 
ly on hand and prevented a spread of 
the flames. The bodies of the dead 
have all been removed and of 
the 
wounded some are at the hospital and 
some have been taken home, so it is 
very difficult to get their names.

FRED MIPPLE. 


A Former Fort Wayne Boy Horse- 
whipped by an Irate Mother at 
Toledo for Loving Her 
Daughter. 


Mr. Fred Whipple is well remembered 
in Fort Wayne, having been at one 
time city editor of THE SENTINEIÍ. 
This 
sensational story from the Toledo Bee 
of Saturday, will interest people here 
"The deplorable episode of which 
the editorial office of the Bee was the 
scene yesterday afternoon, has been and 
is the subject of much comment on the 
street and in the homes of the city. 
The 
facts in this painful case are, as far as 
can be learned, substantially as follows 
Mr. Whipple, the city editor of itiet Bee 
had become infatuated with a Miss 
Feack, of the Fifth ward, who, it may 
be stated here, returned his affection, as 
letters held by Mr. Whipple prove. He 
had written her several letters of a sick- 
ish, sweet nature. 
This action, on the 
part of a man who has a wife, true, 
kind and loving as Mr. Whipple has, is 
something that the friends who have 
t>een interested in him and in his career, 
cannot comprehend. 
The scandal, for 
such it is, reached a climax yesterday 
afternoon when Mrs. Feack, the mother 
of the girl, walked into the reporter's 
room, accompanied by one Pat Owens, 
though what interest the man could 
have in the case is not clearly known, 
and proceeded to strike Mr. Whipple 
with a long horsewhip which she car- 
ried concealed beneath her shawl when 
she entered the office. 


"Mrs. Feack commenced hostilities by 
inquiring, 'You are a married man, 
aren't you?' which question she repeat- 
ed as she advanced toward her victim, 
hip in hand. 
He did not reply, and 
she at once vigorously plied the whip to 
Mr. Whipple's face 
and 
shoulders. 
Whipple seemed dazed by the sudden- 
ness of the attack, and for some time 
took his punishment without flinching. 
Suddenly jumping to his feet he caught 
the whip as it descended and attempted 
to wrench it away from the infuriated 
woman, whereupon Owens, in whom the 
instincts of the savage seemed aroused, 
pulled a revolver and, presenting it 
cocked at the head of its defenseless 
victim, swore if he (Whipple) moved a 
step he would shoot him dead. 
Owens, 
is understood, is in no way related to 
either party, and by what right or rea- 
son he invaded the premises of another 
a lawless manner is not explained, 
iie Bee does not pass judgment upon 
the woman whose daughter was in- 
volved in the scandal. 


"The shame and grief this ugly mat- 
ter will bring to the wife of the princi- 
pal, is deeply regretted, and 
for her sake, 
for none others, the unfortunate affair 
to be deplored and lamented. 
While 
the girl in the case is not altogether 
blamelessj no excuse can be offered for 
Mr. Whipple's insane infatuation, and 
neither his best friends nor himself will 
attempt to offer one. 
It is to be hoped 
that the lesson, though severe, will last 
life time. 
The Bee much dislikes to 
have its own office furnish a subject for 
such a scandalous local item, but the 
truth will serve a better purpose than 
whitewash or silence." 


DOUBLE MURDER. 


James Barrett Fills Two Italians Full 
of Hot Buckshot. 


SORANTON, Pa., March 14.—Last night 
10 o'clock an appaling double murder 
was committed nenr Dunmore, a few 
miles from this city. 
.Tames Barrett 
lives near the Penser mine, together 
with a family consisting of his wife and 
seven children. 
George Murrell, an 
Italian, visited Barrett's 
house 
last 
night and an altercation occurred con- 
cerning a woman named Collins, who 
was in the house. 
Before Murrell was 
ejected he cut Barrett with a knife or 
razor.

The third Italian Francesco Motz 
received a number of buckshot in the 
abdomen and his recovery is doubtfuL 
Barrett was arrested. 
He admits hav- 
ing done the shooting, but says he acted 
self defense.

EXTRAJESSION. 


No Probability That Congress Yn\X 
Meet 
Before Next December. 


WASHINOTON, March 14.—The ques- 
tion of an extra session of Congress early 
in the fall is being oonstantly agitated 
here. 
The people of Washington would 
have congress in session all the year 
round if they had their way, and of 
.course the local press here is booming an 
extra session for all there is in it. 
But 
there is not much in the boom, and it 
will soon collapse, Ex-Speaker Carlisle 
and other equally well informed men 
here ''say that there is no need of an 
extra session, and attach no importance 
whatever to the newspaper talk on tliat 
question. 
The next congress can re- 
main in session a year if it wants to, 
and perhaps in that lime could at least 
pass the appropriation bills. As for the 
President, he is dead set against an 
extra session, and it is doubtful if he 
would have called one if all the appro- 
priation b'Us had failed. The matter 
was mentioned to him Tuesday and he 
said: 
"If a great emergency should 
arise I would call congress together in 
extra session, not othewise." So the Dis- 
trict of Columbia hasheries may as weD 
resign themselves to their circumstances 
now as later on, for congress will not 
meet again until the first Monday in 
December.

Eleven Thousand Dollars Paid and the 
Damage Suit Dismissed.

Breeding Irisli Idons. 


In the gardens of the Royal Zoological 
society of Dublin, whose lion breeding 
has become famoui, no less than 181 lion 
cubs have been bom since 1857. They 
were the offspring of 9 lionesses and 4 
lions, one lioness having been the mother 
of 55 cubs. Of 131 cubs 110 were reared. 
The females greatly exceeded the males, 
the numbers being 74 to 56, with the sex 
of 1 unrecorded. 
No lion or lioness ever 
lived in the gardens for more than six- 
teen years, and it is probable that twelve 
to fourteen years is the average duration 
of lion life. This interesting family 
traces its ancestry to a pair of lions 
brought from South Africa in 1855.—

ÎHE ÉNGUSH SYSTEM. 


METHODS OF VOTING ADOPTED IN 
ENGLAND. AND AUSTRALIA. 


How -Candidates for PMltament mre 
Ifomlttatedi-^om off Ballot Paper ITsed 
mti, the Polling 
Station»—Ke^Iations. 
C<|«t of an iciection. 


In a recent number of his magazine. 
The North American Review, Mr. Thorn- 
dike Rice describes the present system of 
balloting in England, and contends that 
with suitable niodificatlons it §,hould be 
adopted in this country, for he regard» 
our methodii of voting as comipt and de- 
grading. 


The English system was established by 
what is generally known as the ballot 
act of 1872 and is hased on the methods 
which have been used in the Australian 
colonies for a quarter of a century and 
more. In the first ptlace candidates for 
parUament are nominated in writing by 
two registered electors of the county or 
borough and with the written assent of 
eight other electors. This "nomination 
paper" must be^deliveredtothe returning 
officer by the candidat« or his pr<iposer or 
seconder in person, and that official is re- 
quired to publish the names of candidates. 
The /'ballot paper" consists of a paper 
containing the names and descriptions of 
the candidat«®, and on the back of each 
ballot is printed a nuinber, which is also 
printed on the face of a counterfoil at- 
tached to it. 


At the time of voting the ballot paper 
must be marked on, both sides with an 
official mark, and delivered within the 
polling station to the Voter, whose num- 
ber on the register of voters is required to 
be marked on the counterfoil. To make 
this descriptio» clearer Mr. Rice gives 
this as a specimen of a ballot paper:

The voter takes the properly marked 
ballot into a private compartment at the 
polling station, and there, with a pencil 
provided for the purpose, places a cross 
on the right hand side and opposite to the 
name of each candidate for whom he 
votes. Then folding it up so as to show 
the offical- mark on the back he leaves the 
compartment, exhibits the mark only to 
the presiding officer aiid in his presence 
deposits the ballot in the box. 
Directions 
for the guidance of the voter are placarded 
outside of every polling station and in 
every compartment. 
If he spoil a ballot 
paper through inadvertence he can obtain 
another. 
Each (»ndidate may appoint 
one officer to attend at each polling place, 
and all the office:^ and, agent« must take 
the oath of secresy. 
At the close of the 
poUs the boxes are sealed and taken 
charge of by the retnming officer, who 
opens the boxes and counts the votes in 
the presence of the agents of the candi- 
dates. In case of a tie the returning 
officer gives the casting vote, but all per- 
sons, such as agents, clerks and messen- 
gers paid for services at an election are 
debarred from voting. 
The costs are 
paid by the returning officer, who must 
be reimbursed by the candidates or their 
proposers or swonders in equal shares. 


V r.ASIS FOR KEFOKM. 


Mr. Rice thinks that this system of 
balloting is much .superior to our own, 
but he would use it only as a basis for a 
radical reform in our method, though he 
does not undertake to define the modifica- 
tions which ho regards as necessary. He 
would also adopt the plan of making the 
expenses of an election a charge upon the 
public, for the two chief evils of our 
present system seem to him to be "the 
unlimited and virtually compulsory dis- 
bursement of money by the candidate or 
his supporters, and the frequent failure 
of the present mode of voting to correctly 
record the popular verdict." The English 
and Australian plan of balloting he finds 
prevents bribery and corruption, and the 
assumption by the state of the expenses 
of elections would help to purify our poli- 
tics by taking away from money it.s power 
in elections. 


Of course, if elections were conducted 
at the cost of the government some restric- 
tions would need to be imposed to prevent 
men^s placing their namra on the list of 
candidates from mere love of notoriety. 
In Australia every candidate is required 
to deposit a fixed sum before his name is 
entered, and if he fails to poll more than a 
certain proportion of the votes obtained 
by that cue of the successful candidates 
who receives the smallest number of 
votes, the deposit is forfeited to the state. 


In England it has b e ^ proposed to make 
any candidate responsible for his own ex- 
penses|who fails to poll one-eighth of the 
constituency at least. Another proposi- 
tion is to require a large list of indorsing 
votei-s, and thus indirectly to ''abolish 
the corruptions of primary politics," for 
the candidate would be put up by the 
people rather than by a caucus or nomi- 
nating convention.—New York Sun. 


MHiiufacturingr Car Wheel«. 


A new meth<jd of manufacturing car 
wheels has been tested at Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., w it h sati sfactory results. By the old 
method three men could make only eigh- 
teen wheels per day of twelve hours. By 
the new pnM:ess the same numl>er of men 
can turn out a perfect wheel every min- 
ute, or 720 per day. Oiie of the principal 
feature.s of the new method is the use of 
steel core instead of one of sand in cast- 
ing the wheel. 
The core is removed by 
knocking out llie center key, leaving the 
hole perfectly true and ready to be put 
upon the axle at onoe without dressing or 
boring.—Boston Budget. 


JElectrivity and the Inexplicable. 


Of the common notion that electricity 
plays an important part in the production 
of earthquakes. Professor Joseph Le 
Conte well says: "I never heard or read 
the slightest .scientific proof of this theory. 
Electricity has taken hold of the popular 
imagination so that any inexplicable thing 
is explained by 'electricity.' For example, 
Tital force, nerve force, etc., are inexpli- 
cable, so many lay it tp electrical force. 
So also with earthqti^es—elect^cityls 
made the scapegoat "-^Arkainsaw Tmv- 
eler.

SURROUNDED BY AFRICAN 
LIONS 


Aa Xzplorer la ».'D|MK«rou» Predlo»- 
mont-oA. Curiooa Fact Noted. 


In all my previous African experiences 
I had never, known what it was to be in 
real danger from the attacks of lions. 
Theltihg of beasts had hitherto exhibited 
a provoking shyness and a persistent dis- 
like to cultivate my acquaintauce—so 
much so that I often used to complain 
that I gained nothing from my wish to 
know the lion at home, and that I might 
learn more about him in Regent's park 
than in the savagest wilds of Africa. But 
ever since the troubled night wbich we 
spent at the Mkuynni I ask no more for 
leonine visits, especially in the darkness 
of the small hours, and will content my- 
self with an occasional journey to the 
Zoological gardens, where I can see the 
grandest of cats In a safe and comfortable 
cage 


Sqon after we had retired to rest on this 
occasion, when the men had begun to 
snore round their fires, wrapped up in 
dusky white cloths like so many mum- 
mies, and when the leader of the caravan 
was curling himself snugly between the 
blankets, the most terrific roar you ever 
heard startled us all into sudden wakeful- 
ness. Though the lion that uttered it was 
probably 40 or 50 yards distant, the sound 
of his thunderous bellow seemed to come 
from our very mist. I sat up in bed and 
looked uneasily arotmd me, but nobody 
complained of being eaten, so I lay down 
again and even began to think this v^ry 
interesting and very African, full of loc^ 
color and so on. But now On oùr right 
and left, on either side of the river, a 
chorus of loud roaring began. The night 
was as yet pitchy dark, for the moon 
would not rise till the early morning. We 
could see nothing beyond the blaze of our 
cordon of fires. 


However, feeling that it was despicably 
tame to lié still in bed and go to sleep 
while my porters shivered AWth fear, I 
arose, took my gun and fired iiïtô the 
bushes where the roaring was loudeist. 
This, the men informed me, w ^ the un- 
wiSest thing I could do; Of course I killed 
nothing and the noise of the firearm in- 
stead of awing the lions into silence only 
seemed to exasperate them. I certainly 
never heard anything like the noise they 
made. My men averred that we were 
smrrotmded by ten beasts—I suppose they 
distinguished ten various roarings; cer- 
tainly, the next morning, when we exam- 
ined the precincts of our camp, the many 
footprints of different sizes which were 
mairked in the soft vegetable soil of the 
river bank indicated unquestionably that 
a whole troop of lions had been in our im- 
mediate \'icinlty during the night. 


I noticed a curiotxs fact connected with 
the unseen approach of these beasts. 
Whenever a lion was nearing Our camp, 
and before he attested his vicinity by a 
roar, we were, when we had learned to 
read the warning, made aware of the fact 
by the sudden nervous twittering of the 
small birds in the branches above. ^It 
was a tremendous diapason o' fear, most 
singularly impressive. On several subse- 
quent occasions the approach of liirge wUd 
beasts has been signified to me in the 
same manner.—Kilma-Njani Expedition 
by H. John.ston. 


Ghastly Uellcs at Washington. 


Beside the pistol there is still retained 
the bullet which penetrated Lincoln's 
brain as welJ as portions of the skull 
which was fractured in the vicinity of the 
wound, the dagger which Booth flourished 
on the stage as he shouted "sic semper 
tyrannis" and the saddle on which he rode 
when he made his escape. The large 
bullet is flattened somewhat by reason of 
the resistance it encountered in penetrat- 
ing the skull of the president, and on one 
side, almost indistinct, however, may stUl 
be seen the letters "A. L." which were 
marked fop its identification at the time 
of the trial of Mrs. Surratt, Payne, Har- 
rold and Atzerodt. 


The chippings from the skull are pre- 
served in a small circular case like a but^ 
ton, an inch and a half in diameter, a 
small glass like a watch crystal permits- 
ting a view of the pieces of bone without 
danger of their being lost. The dagger 
is a two ed>;ed affair with a deer's horn 
handle and blade about as long as one's 
hand. A leather case much worn and 
broken at one end usually covers the 
weapon. It was with this dagger that 
Booth turned upon Col. Rathbone, whose 
tragic end in Germany was chronicled a 
few months ago, when the latter tried to 
seize the murderer and prevent him from 
escaping.—Cleveland Leader.

Besolntions for Street and Alley fm- 
proTementR.
